Official reports, just issued, show 
that ten alleged spies of various n a ­ 
tionalities, all of whom were declar­ 
ed to be working for Germany, were 
bagged before any one of them had 
been in England three weeks. Four 
readily confessed. 
Tills list, however, r e o r i e n t s but 
a fractional part of the most recent 
fruits of the British dragnet.

two occasions, it is unofficially de­ 
clared, the authorities

cleverly maneuvered to round up do/, 
ens of spies who had been operating 
in London in the guise of British b r­ 
iny officers. 
The method was a sim­ 
ple as it was effective.
